PURPOSE VS TO CLOG MAILS 


During the past few weeks, 
a 
numiber of people in Rushville have 
been receiving 
mysterious 
letters 
calling upon them 
to 
make 
nine 
copies of the same, sign their name 
and mail them to 9 persons. Several 
kinds of these chain letters are go­ 
ing around but most of them con­ 
tain a sort of prayer or petition for 
the soldiers. Incidentally, they con­ 
tain a warning that if the recipient 
does not send out the nine or seven 
letters or ho'w many 
are specified, 


bad luck m ay 
come to the person. 
And if the copies are made and sent 
out on the #same 
day or each suc­ 
ceeding day as the instruct ions go, 
good luck will come to the sender on 
a certain day thereafter. 


Those who 
have 
been following 
the instructions of these letters, if 
they have received one, have mere­ 
ly been helping 
a typical pro-G er­ 
man scheme which has been started 
to 
clog the American mails. 
By 
loading do“wn the mails, 
Germany 
hopes to interfere with the United 
States government patriotic works 
which are being carried on through 
the mails. They depend on the sup­ 
erstition of those Americans, who 
fear that something m ay really be­ 
fall them if they 
do not send the 
letters and think nothing can be lost 
by sending them, to carry out the 
scheme. 
The 
fact that the govern­ 
ment is investigating the situation 
proves th a t the letters have become 
a nuisance.

A tlanta, Ga., Nov. 15.—The the­ 
ory of the franchise tax as a basis 
for raising revenue was upheld by 
Carl Mote, secretary of the Indiana 
public Service commission today in 
addressing the annual meetings of 
the N ational Tax Association. 
He 
told of the 
futile efforts of 
Gov. 
Jam es P. Goodrich 
to induce 'th e 
‘Indiana legislature last winter to 
■pass such a taxation law and de- 
! d ared that such a measure would 
have been the logical beginning for 
tax reform in Indiana. 
I 
“Our problem in indiana is not to 
raise more money but to distribute 
the present 
burdens of 
taxation 
more equitably,” said the speaker. 
“It is not upon the theory that the 
state needs more money that the 
franchise tax ought to be adopted. 
“The argum ent 
for 
a franchise 
tax may bp summed up in the fol­ 
lowing reasons: 
“The franchise of a corporation 
confers certain privileges, immuni­ 
ties and benefits that .are valuable 
concessions and ought to be made 
to bear a substantial share of the 
cost of 
state 
government 
from 
which it is derived. 
“While the law provides, in the­ 
ory, for the assessm ent of corpo­ 
rate franchise, it is im practicable 
and not now enforced. 
“The adoption of a franchise tax 
on corporations 
eventually 
would 
make it possible to discontinue our 
direct state tax altogether thus lead 
to the segregation of sources of state 
i revenue and other reforms in tax- 
1 avion which are conceded to be high­ 
ly desirable. 
t ”* 
1 
“The adoption of a franchise tax 
I would relieve to some extent the pre­ 
sent com paratively heavy burden on 
real estate. 
I 
“The central adm inistration which 
is necessarily a part of the fra n ­ 
chise tax would bring the corpora­ 
tion under public control in one re­ 
spect at least and this is desirable 
because, with the exception of pub­ 
lic service corporations and banks, 
the corporation is now merely li­ 
censed by the state and turned loose 
without being responsible to any de­ 
finite restraining influence, w hatso­ 
ever. 
“The experience of other states 
fully justifies the collection of such 
a tax.. 
“The corporate franchise is large- 
S jly escaping taxation in Indiana. 
I 
am lead to believe, assum ing 100 per 
cent as a basis, that, there is a diff- 
= erernce of from 10 to 20 per cent be- 
2 tween the 
assessm ent of 
Indiana 
S51 corporations and Indiana real es- 
S jta te . 
As a m atter of fact, however, 
£ if we take the assessm ent of cor- 
•5 [ po rat ions as a basis, we find that 
real estate is assessed all the way 
from 50 to 500 per cent higher than 
corporations. 
“Local tax officials, for the most 
part, are unable to fix a proper val­ 
uation of -corporations under 
the 
S indiana law and it would be impos­ 
sible for a central 
adm inistrative 
body to follow, the law and make in­ 
itial assessm ents. 
“To my mind, the gross receipts 
tax is the fairest and most desirable 
form as applied to public service 
corporations. 
It ought to apply to 
steam railroads, electric interurban 
railroads, express cómpanies, 
pipe 
line companies, 
sleeping , car com­ 
panies and perhaps others. A fran ­ 
chise tax would be a beginning. 
“At the same time it is to be re­ 
membered that the corporations of 
Indiana for the most part are un 
der-assessed. 
Their valuation 
for 
the purpose of taxation is fixed by a 
local board of review whose inves­ 
tigations are by no means thorough, 
whatever else may be said of them. 
The feeling persists that it is wise 
jpolitically to 
deal carefully 
with 
corporations in the m atter of as­ 
sessm ents because their power is to 
be 
reckoned 
with 
in 
campaign 
years.”

PROFIT HAS BEER

of Com For 100 Pounds of 
Average Pork 


Two weeks from today Rush coun­ 
ty will be celebrating Thanksgiving 
and already people have begun to 
consider the possibility of getting 
for the 
Thanksgiving dinner 
the 
most 
important item—the 
turkey. 
\s in the production of many food 
products Rush county is rich, hav­ 
ing raised a large number of titr- 
teys and will feel to a very small 
extent the shortage, or the new gov­ 
ernment rules regulating the sale of 
fowls. 
As are all other foodstuffs, tur­ 
keys are high but very little higher 
than last year. 
It i> probable that 
at Thanksgiving time they will sell 
at about thirty-two 
cents a pound. 
Thanks to the fact that the county 
raises as many turkeys as it uses, 
the people of the 
county will eat 
fresh turkeys on Thanksgiving and 
not frozen ones which are on the 
eastern markets 
at 39 
cents 
a 
pound. 
Strict 
government rules 
forbid 
poultry men front freezing turkeys 
and keeping them over sixty days. 
They are also forbidden from buy­ 
ing turkeys, which are not matured 
but must allow the younger birds to 
get 
their growth. 
The 
price 
of 
chickens, which in many homes will 
be 
substituted 
for 
turkeys 
at 
Thanksgiving, is yet uncertain. 
'It 
will be between 25 and 28 cent- a 
pound, dressed, and the exact price 
will depend 
on the 
demand 
for 
chickens which in turn will depend 
on the demand for turkeys. 
Ducks 
will range from 
25 to 28 cents 
a 
pound. 
Practically every dish which goes 
to make the Thanksgiving 
dinner 
will cost more than it did last year. 
»Potatoes will 
range from $1.50 to 
$2.00 a bushel, and sweet potatoes 
will be quoted from 5 to 7 cents a 
pound. 
The cranberry crop is fair­ 
ly abundant, and the price is fifteen 
cents a pound. 
All of the vegeta­ 
bles are plentiful, say the grocers, 
but the prices would not indicate as 
much. 
All are high compared with 
the puces in anti-war times. 
Apples are plentiful and the price 
reasonable. 
There is no shortage 
in the celery supply, but the price 
is on a 
level with 
that of 
other 
foods. 
Nuts are scarcer than ever 
before and higher. 
Dates, if you 
wish to have date pudding, are very 
scarce and sell for twenty-five cents 
a pound while the supply lasts.

Daring the past few weeks, 
a 


number of people in Bushville have 
been receiving 
mysterious 
letters 


calling .upon them to 
make nine 


copies of the same, sign their name 
and mail them to 9 persons. Several 
kinds of these chain letters are go- 
ing around but most of them con- 
tain a sort of prayer or petition for 
the soldiers. Incidentally, they con- 
tain a warning that if the recipient 
does not send out the nine or seven 
letters, or hoto many 
are specified, 


bad luck may' !eome to the person. 
And if the copies are made and sent 
out on the,same day or each suc- 
ceeding day as the instructions go, 
good luck will come to the sender oa 
a certain day thereafter. 


Those who have 
been following 


the instructions of these letters, if 
they have received one, have mere- 
ly been helping 
a typical pro-Ger- 


man scheme which has been started 
to 
clog the American mails. By 


loading down the mails, Germany 
hopes to interfere with the United 
States government patriotic works 
which are being carried on through 
the mails. They depend on the sup- 
erstition of those Americans, who 
fear that something may really be- 
fall them if they do not send the 
letters and think nothing can be lost 
by sending them, to carry out the 
scheme. The fact that the govern- 
ment is ravestigating the situation 
proves that the letters have become 
a nuisance.

"It is not upon the theory that the

[franchise tax ought to be adopted. 
| "The argument for a franchise 
tax may be .summed up in the fol- 
lowing reasons: 


i "The franchise of a corporation 
'confers certain privileges, immuni- 
ties and benefits that .are valuable 
concessions and ought to be made 
to bear a substantial .share of the 
cost of 
state 
government 
from 


which it is derived. 


"While the law provides, in the- 


ory, for the assessment of corpo- 
rate franchise, it is impracticable 
and not now enforced. 


"The adoption of a franchise tax 


on corporations 
eventually would 


make it possible to discontinue our 
direct state tax altogether thus lead 
lo' the segregation of sources of state 
revenue and other reforms in tax- 
' :i¥ion"which are conceded to be high- 
tf'desirable.

j "The adoption of a franchise tax 
would relieve to some extent the pre- 
sent comparatively heavy burden on 
real estate. 


"The central administration which 


is necessarily a part of • tne fran- 
chise tax would bring the corpora- 
tion under public control in one re- 
spect at least, and this is desirable 
because, with the exception of pub- 
! lie service corporations and banks, 


• the corporation is now merely li- 
censed by the state and turned loose 
without being responsible 'to any de- 
finite restraining influence, whatso- 
ever.

ly escaping taxation in Indiana. ' .1 
am lead to believe, assuming 100 per-

jtatc. As a matter of fact, however,

Thanksgiving Dinner Complete, 


However, Will Be Higher 


Two weeks from foday Rush coun- 


ty will be celebrating Thanksgiving 
and already people have begun to 
consider the possibility of getting 
for the 
Thanksgiving dinner 
the 


most 
important item—the 
turkey. 


As in the production of many food 
products Rush county is rich, hav- 
ing raised a large number of tur- 
keys and will feel to -a very small 
extent the shortage, or the new gov- 
ernment rules regulating the sale of 
•fowls. 


As are all other foodstuffs, tur- 


keys are -high but very little higher 
than la.st year. 
'It is probable that 


at Thanksgiving time they will sell 
at about thirty-two 
cents a pound. 


Thanks to the fact that the county 
raises as many turkeys as it uses, 
the people of the 'county will eut 
fresh turkeys on Thanksgiving and 
not frozen ones which -are on the 
eastern m:ir!;ets 
at 30 
cents 
a 


pound. 


•'Strict 
government rules 
forbid 


poultry men from freezing turkeys 
and keeping them over sixty days. 
They are also forbidden from buy- 
ing turkeys, which are not matured 
•but must allow the younger birds to 
get 
their growth. 
The 
price 
of 


chickens, which in many 'homes will 
be 
substituted 
for 
turkeys 
at 


Thanksgiving:, is y,et uncertain. 
'It 


will ibe between 2"> and 28 cents a 
pound, dressed, and the exact price 
will depend 
on the 
demand 
for 


chickens -which in turn will depend 
on the demand for turkeys. 
Ducks 


will range from 
25 to 28 cents 
a 


pound. 
" 


Practically every dish which goes 


to make the Thanksgiving 
dinner 


will cost more than it did last year. 
Potatoes will 
range from $].:50 to 


$2.00 a bushel, and sweet potatoes 
will be quoted from v> to 7 cents a 
pound. The cranberry crop is fair- 
ly abundant, and the price is fifteen 
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cents a pound. 
All of the vegeta- 


bles are plentiful, say the grocers, 
but the prices would not indicate as 
much. 
'All are high compared with 


the prices in anti-war times. 


•A'pples are plentiful and"the price 


reasonable. 
There is -no shortage 


in the celery supply, but the price 
is on a 
level .with 
that of 
other 


foods. 
'Xuts are scarcer than ever 


before and 'higher. 
Dates, if you 


wish to have date pudding, are very- 
scarce and sell for twonty-fl've cents 
a pound while the supply lasts.
